Near Record Accumulations Piled 


High on Every 


Another eight inches of snow 
ylanketed the local area last Sat- 
urday and Sunday leaving a near- 
record accumulation which man 
and machine have now piled to 


towering heights along every high- 
way and driveway in town. 

Heralded as a northeast bliz- 
zard, the storm was perhaps the 
most severe, although not the big- 
gest, of the season. Temperatures 
had dropped earlier in the day to 
such unofficial readings as 28 be- 
iow at Playdon’s in Shawsheen, 22 
below at Ballardvale, and 16 below 
in the square, and remained at sub- 
zero levels during the night as 
sharp winds whipped the light, 
dry flakes into huge drifts. 

The storm was the 14th of the 
season and, according to records 
of the Essex Company, brought 
the total snowfall since last No- 
vember up to 84% inches. 

Present snow accumulations, 
however, date back to December 
23. On that date the ground was 
bare when the first storm of the

present cycle came with a 14-inch 
start, and the ground has not been 
bare since then. On the contrary, 
storm after storm piled up in rapid 
succession. 

The December 23-24 storm had 
hardly settled when two days later 
the biggest storm to date brought 
19 inches more, and this was fol- 
lowed January 2-3 by another of 
10 inches. 

Altogether 10 storms hit here 
between December 23 and January 
25 leaving a total of 75% inches, 
almost all of which is still on the 
ground. 

With the latest storm the town’s 


overworked snow fighting forces, 
which have been plowing, clearing, 
widening, removing, sanding and 
scraping since December 23, again 
went into action plowing out 
streets and highways considerably 
narrowed by the great banks of 
snow left from previous storms.

Railroad Acts 


‘In Local Protest 


Further indication that the select- 
men are getting results in their 
campaign against certain railroad 
operations in the Andover and Bal- 
lardvale stations are shown in a 
communication which Chairman 
Roy B. Hardy has received from the 
state department of public utilities. 

This letter contains a copy of the 
order which the railroad issued De- 
cember 9, 1947, which should cover 
the type of cases against which 
the protests were made. 

The letter is as follows: 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Dept. of Public Utilities 
State House, Boston 

January 22, 1948 
Roy E. Hardy, Chairman 
Board of Selectmen 
Town of Andover, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 

AS a result of your communication 
of December 27, we have investi- 
gated the subject matter. contained 
therein; namely, of trains running 
through Andover and Ballardvalt 
Stations when another train is 
stopped at the station. 


Please be advised that signals of 
the latest type are installed to ad- 
vise the engineer of an approaching 
train when this condition exists. 

In an order dated December 9, 
'1947 the railroad issued the follow- 
ing rule: 

“It must be understood that 
in passing a Station Signal dis- 
playing a restrictive indication, 
the adjacent station must be ap- 
proached prepared to stop clear 
thereof regardless of whether 
or not any passenger train vis 
scheduled to be stopping there 
at the time. Engineers must not 
assume that there is no train in 
the station, or that they know 
what is setting the signal”. 

This order should remedy the 
danger of which you are justly con- 
cerned.

|Cregg Describes 
Crime Detection 


The administration of the crim- 
inal law is no better than the jury, 
District Attorney Hugh A. Cregg 
told the Andover Service Club 
Thursday night at the Andover Inn 
while describing the difficulty jn 
getting convictions for drunken 
driving. 

In his interesting discussion of 
the application of science jn the jn- 
vestigation of crime, the county 
prosecutor drew upon his 17 years’ 
experience in office to describe 
the great advance made by the 
fingerprint expert, the ballistic ex- 
pert and the pathologist in solving 
major cases. 

The drunken driver, he declared, 
is a menace to any community, 
worse than the man with a gun who 
may kill only one, while the driver, 
under the influence of liquor may 
kill ten. The increasingly difficult 
problem of convicting such persons, 
he pointed out, is frequently due to 
the attitude of juries. Report has 
often times reached him through 
various channels, of jurymen who 
will say: “I wouldn’t believe a cop 
on a stock of Bibles’, or of others 
who recall when they were stopped 
by an officer, thought that he was 
“too fresh’’. 

“You are the type of men who 
should serve on juries’, he said, re- 
calling how others, who first tried 
to avoid jury service, quickly 
changed their minds after getting 
their first experience on a panel. 

Mr. Cregg also told of the numer- 
ous problems facing young people 
today and of some of the instances 
where his office has helped young 
men get on the right ign Whe, Banh path:

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HISTORICAL COMMENT 

One of the main principles em- 
phasized in the Massachusetts Con- 
stitution is that there shall be a 
separation of power within the 
law-making bodies. For example, 
it states that, ‘“‘The legislative de- 
partment shall never exercise the 
executive and judicial powers, or 
either of them; the executive shall 
never exercise the legislative and 
judicial powers, or either of them; 
the judicial shall never exercise 
the legislative or executive powers, 
or either of them; to the end 
it may be a government of laws 
and not of men.” 


The function of the legislative 
branch is to make laws, the func- 
tion of the executive branch to 
execute the laws and carry on 
public business and the function 
of the judicial branch is -to in- 
terpret and administer the laws in 
keeping with Article 30 of the 
Constitution, as quoted above. 

3y constitutional amendment 
No. 66, adopted in 1918, the num- 
ber of all departments under the 
executive branch was limited to 
twenty. Four of these departments

come under elected constitutional | 
Officers; namely, the secretary of 
state, the treasurer and receiver- 
g.neral, state auditor, and attor- 
ney general. The remaining six- 
teen are actually branch depart- 
ments headed by commissioners 
who are responsible for the admin- 
istration of their individual de- 
partments. They are as follows: 
Agriculture; Banking and Insur- 
4uce; Civil Services and Registra- 
ction; Conservation; Corporations 
and Taxation; Correction; Hduca- 
tion; Industrial Accidents; Labor 
and Industries; Mental Health; 
Metropolitan District Commission; 
Public Health; Public Safety; Pub- 
lic Utilities; Public Welfare; Pub- 
lic Works. 


The fact that these departments 
are limited to twenty imposes cer- 
tain restrictions upon the possible 
addition of other departments 
which are found to be necessary in 
the operation of the government. 
Two methods have:been employed 
to resolve this difficulty. In the 
case, for example, of the ‘‘Depart- 
ment of Administration and Fi- 
nance’’. It was created as a Com- 
mission coming directly under the 
Government and Council. On the 
other hand in the case of the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles, it was 
placed in the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, but the Registrar is 
not responsible to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. All of this 
may seem to be somewhat compli- 
cated, but from personal observa-

3 Unions Block Labor Peace—Refuse Wage Boost 
Already Accepted by 19 Other Railroad Unions! 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
. neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen and the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America, representing 
125,000 railroad employes, have refused 
to accept the offer of the Railroads of a 
wage increase of 15% cents an hour. 

This is the same increase awarded 
1,000,000 non-operating employes by an 
arbitration board in September, 1947. 

This is the same increase accepted by 
175,000 conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men by agreement on November 14, 1947. 
. Agreements have been made _ with 
1,175,000 employes, represented by nine- 
teen unions. But these three unions, rep- 
resenting only 125,000 men, are trying to 
‘get more. They are demanding also many 
mew working rules not embraced in the 
settlement with the conductors and train- 


men. ; 
_.... Incidentally, the Switchmen’s Union of 


* "North America represents only about 7%

settlement with that union. 


Strike Threat 
The leaders of these three unions spread a 


: . strike ballot while negotiations were still 


in progress, This is not a secret vote but is 
taken by union leaders and - votes are 
signed by the employes in the presence 
‘of anion representatives. ‘ 

When direct negotiations failed, the 
leaders of these three unions refused to 
join the railroads in asking the National 
Mediation Board to attempt to settle the 
dispute, but the Board took jurisdiction 
at the request of the carriers and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to bring about a settlement. The 
Board on January 15, 1948, announced 
‘ts inability to reach a mediation settle- 
ment. The leaders of the unions rejected 
the request of the Mediation Board to 
arhitrate. The railroads accepted. 


What Now? 


The Unions having refused to arbitrate, 
the Railway Labor Act provides for the 
appointment of a fact-finding board by 
the President. 

The railroads feel it is due shippers, 
passengers, employes, stockholders, and 
the general public to know that through- 
out these negotiations and in mediation, 
they have not only exerted every effort to 
reach a fair and reasonable settlement, 
but they have also met every requirement 
of the Railway Labor Act respecting the 
negotiation, mediation, and arbitration of 
labor disputes. . 

Itseems unthinkable that these three unions, 
representing less tian 10 per cent of railroad 


employes, and those among the highest paid, 
can successfully maintain the threat of a par- 
alyzing strike against the interest of the en- 
tire country—and against 90 per cent of their 
fellow employes. 

The threat of a strike cannot justify grant- 
ing more favorable conditions to 125,000 em- 
ployes than have already been put in effect 
for 1,175,000, nor will it alter the opposition 
of the railroads to unwarranted wage in- 
creases or to changes in working rules which 
are not justified. 

A glance at the box shows what employes 
represented by the Engineers and Firemen 
make. They are among the highest paid in é 
the ranks of labor in the United States, if not 
the highest.
